Of the big problem have become -poli- 
tical issucs in a partizan sense, one 
party advocating one policy, another 
party upholding an entirely different 
policy and course of ol In re- 
gard to those aspects & this problera 
which have become. ‘subjects of poli: 
tical controversy it is not the func- 
tion nor intention of the writer of 
this article to deal: We leave them 
to governments and politcians, and to 
the people who, by the exercise of 
their franchise,,.make or unmake goy- 
ernments and politicians. 

In the final analysis, however, it is 
the farmers of ‘Canada who must 
largely solve the problem which con- 
fronts Canada today. Farmers re- 
present the greatest and the basic in- 
dustry of Canada. As a class they 
constitute the largest group in our 
population. They are the largest pri- 
mary producers of wealth -in this 
Dominions Unless agriculture suc- 
ceeds, Canada cannot grow arid pros- 
per. These are self-evident facts. It 
is important, therefore, that the coun- 
try should be impressed by them, and 
that all governments in Canada 
should govern themselves according- 
ly, The government that devotes it- 
self most assiduously to the welfare 


‘and promotion of successful agricul- 


ture in Canada will prove to be the 
best government. 


However,. while governments can 
do much, and ought to do far -more 
than they have done in the past to 
encourage and develop~the business 
of farming, there are some things 
which the people, and~more’ particu- 
larly the farmers, must do them- 
selves. Some of these things were 
referred ‘to by Hon. Duncan Marshall 
minister of agriculture for Alberta, 
in a recent speech which is deserving 
of the widest possible publiciity. 

First and foremost, declared Mr. 
Marshall, it is our duty to see to it 
that the farmers’ sons and daughters 
throughout the entire Dominion are 
so effectively trained that they will 
be qualified to make he best farmers 


‘and farmers’ wives that can be found 


anywhere in the civilized world. He 
arraigned ‘Canadian’ governments for 
their failure to spread agricultural
